jouring the past year it was brought 
to the attention of the student Coun- 
cil that 's rio t ieteble lack' of commu- 
nication existed between the council 
and the student body. Too oftOTT wor- 
thy efforts qn the part of both groups 
had gone ^imnoticed, and brought 
forth hb results because of this di- 
lemma. To alleviate this condition a 
column dedicated to the Student 
Council c|nd its activities has been 
initiated. From time to time various 
members of yoUr council will be in- 
terviewed and their opinions brought 
to you. 

At the recent Student Association 
meeting held in the Assembly period 
of September 29th, the Council asked 
fffr suggestions on how to improve 
the week-end activities on Campus. 
Two suggestions were received; they 
were as follows: (1) it was stated that 
the campus is made up of cliques, and 
that the problem could be solved if 
the committee members for the ac- 
tivities on campus were each chosen 
from these cliques. It stated further 
that the Student CouscU never rec- 
ognized this b e ca us e ^ Council is » 
clique itself. 

(2) "There is a high possibility 
that this entire Student Activity Fro- 
grom was initiated at a time when a 
week-end trip home and back was 
considered en^^r^y or nearly impos- 
sible. With present transportation 
modes being as such, returning 'home 
on week-ends presents little or no se- 
rious problem to possibly 60 per cent 
of the students. 

"As was quoted at the meeting, ap- 
proximately 150 students returned 
home last week-end. Perhaps it 
would do well to check the figure 
over a period of time and determine 
the average amount of students re- 
maining on campus, and gear the ac- 
tivity program accordingly. 

"It is my opinion that the great ma- 
jority of students on campus tend to 
be idealistic rather than materialistic 
and despite all the teaching of personal 
adjustment they are dissatisfied with 
anything less than a name band and a 
football crowd of 20,000. Perhaps a 
canc^tioii of . all student activities 
for fi pericKl of time may seem like an 
out-dated method of IristUling appre- 
eiattoms, however, it still has some 
value and can be held -in mind as a 
long shot." 

The above suggestions you have 
just read have come from members of 
the student body. The Student Coun- 
cil would appreciate more of the same 
as long as they are of the constructive

These ehangas 
have been reflected in every aspect of education. 

Happily, the trend toward secularization is now tending to 
be reversed at many levels of education in America. There is a 
iiew awareness in, the colleges and universities, both public and 
private, of the importance of religion $s im integrating f aef^ in 
the curriculum and in the life of the individual student'. 

Evidence of this awareness was shown by the readiness of 
the student body, the faculty and the administration to cooperate 
in the recent Religion-In-Life Week program at the Mansfield 
State Teachers College.
